v:rſon ſhould then after , directly oz indirectly , harbour o2 conceale the fayd Smich, oz bſe, 02 
tonntueat any meanes, whereby theſayd Smith might eſcape from beeing appzchended o2 ar- 
' teſted, that vdceſhould cxtend the vttermoſt ſeucritie of Dur Lawes agatnlt euery ſuch of- 
fender, as by Dur Pzoclamatton moze at large appeareth ; which Dur $2oclamatton hath 
tot yet Wzought that good effect which v3ece expected, the ſayd Smich beeing till Hidden and 
harboured by thoſe, who,beeing infected and blinded with Popiſh ſuperſtition, pzeferre their 
teſpects to him, befoze their duetie to As,and the feare of DurHtgh dilplealure, and the con- 
quence i5z:reof; uace therefoze, by the aduice of Pur Pztute Counſell , Hane thought fit by 
this Our ſecond P2oclamation to renew Our fozmercommand inthatbehalke, 

And to the end that none of Qur Sublects may hereafter excuſe themlelnes by a pzeten- 
ded tanozaunce ofthe danger they ſhall fallinto , if they hall harbour oz concealeHim ; Wee doe 
hereby publiſh and declare, That the ſayd Smith is not onely a Popiſh Pzieſt , and with a 
high preſumption taketh vpon Him to exerciſe Eccleſiaſticall Jurtſdiction , pzetendedtobeede- 
tined fromthe Seca of Rome, within this Our Realme, and endeauoureth to ſeduce Our

Subtcctsfrom the true Religioneſtabliſhed fa theChurch of England) which , by Gods affi- 
ſtance Vee ſhall ener conſtantly maintatne ) but docth allo ſeditiouſly and traiteroufly hold 
cozrcſpondence-With Dur enemies, tending to the deſtruction of Qur State. 

And therckoze ute doc now againe renew Our fozmer command fox his appzehenſion, 
and boe hereby furtherſignifie, That whoſoener ſhall Lodge, Harbour, oz Reltene the ſapd 


Smich , 02 any other Patelt, Jeſuite , 02 other , hHauing taken Ozders by anthozitie pzetended 


to bee deriued from the Seaof Rome, ſhall incurre the danger of Our Lawes made againſt 
the Harbourers, Lodgers, and Relieuers of Pzieſts, to the full cxtentthercof, which by the 
Statutes ofthis Our Realmeis Felonte. 
Aud v2ce doe further hereby declare, (Which wee ſhallreally perfone ) That whoſoener 
"hall diſcoucr the ſayd Smith, and cauſe him to bee appzehended, as afozeſayd, ſhall hane a res 
ward ofone hundz2ed poundstn money, tobee pzeſently payd vnto Hin by Us, and ſhall alſo 
haue the benefit of all ſuch Penalties and Fozfeitures, Which ſhall oz may accrue vnto Us, 
and bee fozfeited by that perſon , tn whoſe houſe the ſayd Smich ſhall bee found to haue beene 
harboured oz concealed. 
And u3ee further charge and command Hheereby, (as by Dur fozmer Pzoclamation uee 
did) allaud ſinguler OQur Pidges, Puſtices of Peace, Matozs,Shiriffes,Conſtables,and all 
other Dur Officers , Miniſters and louing Sublects, That ifthey ſhall finde any perſon of- 
fending herein, that then they , and euery of them, p:oceede with all diligence and readf- 


neſle , notonely againſt the ſayd Smith, but alſo againſt all ſuch as ſhall harbour, conceale, oz 


conntneath(s concealement, o2 ſhall not vſe their beſt endeauours foz his diſconery andappze- 
henſion, acco2dingto the vttermoſtextent of Our Lawes, |
